GEORGE FRANKLIN BOWERMAN 
By Herbert Putnam 


Few executives of municipal libraries have 
had a preparation for their service more ap- 
propriate than that of Dr. Bowerman; for 
his included not merely the four years Arts 
course at the University of Rochester (from 
which he graduated in 1892) and the course 
in Library Science at the State School at 
Albany (with a degree of B. L. S. in 1895), a 
year of experience (1895-96) at the Reynolds 
Library in Rochester, and another (1897-98) 
in the reference department of the State 
Library, but two years (1898-1900) as a 
member of the editorial staff of the New York 





of the New International Cyclopedia: the 
value of which appears in his familiarity with 
the requirements in the presentation of mat- 
ters to the public, his development of a 
critical judgment, and of a literary style 
unusually competent. All these he brought 
to a successful administration (1901-1904) 
of the Public Library at Wilmington, which 
in time led to the larger and more original 
opportunity at Washington. 

This latter was unusual in demanding not 
merely constructive but creative work, and 
it was unique in the character of the diffi- 
culties encountered. 

When he took charge of it the Public 
Library of the District, although housed in 
a building just given to it by Mr. Carnegie, 
was otherwise little more than an embryo. 
Its organization was due not to a deliberate 
design on the part of the authorities, nor to 
a conviction and desire on the part of the 
community as a whole, but to the interest 
and voluntary effort of a small group of 
citizens. Its collection of books was insig- 
nificant. The first task of a competent 
librarian was of course to arouse in the com- 
munity an ambition for a library system 
really adequate, and to convince the author- 
ities that this ambition was reasonable. 
Such a task has had many a parallel else- 
where. But in Washington the final author- 
ities are not those (the District Commis- 
sioners) theoretically conducting the affairs 
of the municipality. The final authority 
which determines not merely the thing to 
be done, but the expenditure for it, is the 
Congress of the United States. For the ap- 
proval of the Commissioners it was necessary 
to argue the claim of the Library as against 
other public enterprises competing for atten- 
tion within a Budget definitely limited. 
Support for this could be secured from groups 
of citizens experiencing a personal need for 
the service. But in Congress the decision 
rested practically with groups (of the Dis- 
trict and Appropriations Committees) who 
did not personally experience the need, the 
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Library of Congress already providing for 
them. The personnel within such groups 
was frequently changing; and it always in- 
cluded individuals of little familiarity with 
the functions of a public library in the educa- 
tional system, of imaginations difficult to 
inspire, and remote from the contacts which 
might influence the local Commissioners. 

It was against the resultant inertia that 
in the last resort Dr. Bowerman had to con- 
tend. And, paradoxically, the element in it 
which most impeded him was the existence 
and activities of the Library of Congress. 
For members of the Committees persisted in 
thinking that the Library of Congress was 
not merely serving them, but adequately 
serving the District also. And the struggle 
of every year was to make plain the distinc- 
tion between a library for research, however 
hospitable, and a library such as the resident 
community required — for reference, for the 
general reader, and for its youth — including 
the pupils in the schools. 

No municipal librarian anywhere has, I 
think, had a task more difficult: nor one 
requiring such industry, sincerity, urgent 
enthusiasm, and persistence against discour- 
agement. Dr. Bowerman’s success in it is 
evidenced already in the achievement for 
Washington of a Public Library system com- 
prising already a Central Building, five 
major, and five minor branches, numerous 
delivery stations, including the schools, a 
yearly circulation of over two million vol- 
umes, and an annual budget of a half million 
dollars. An incidental to this formal achieve- 
ment, but of course contributory, has been 
his increasing prominence and influence in 
the community, not merely as an authority 
within his field, but with ready sympathy 
for any cultural project asking his coopera- 
tion. And the absorptions of his immediate 
task have not prevented numerous contribu- 
tions to the literature of library philosophy 
and technique, constant attendance upon 
library conferences, and willing service upon 
Boards and Committees of the American 
Library Association.

A BIBLIOGRAPHY OF JOHN GALT 
by 
BRADFORD A. BoovH, PH.D. 
University of California at Los Angeles 


John Galt (1779-1839), a Scottish dilettante who was forced by the failure of his ambitious mercantile 
schemes to adopt literature as a profession, produced over a period of less than twenty years, sixty-odd volumes 
of fiction, poetry, drama, biography, essay, and criticism. The greater number of these hastily-composed 
works is not only bad but unreadable. The novels alone have merit, and only a few of these are remembered 
today. But amongst the dross of labored society fiction and wildly romantic stories, there are six or eight 
novels of unequivocal excellence. Three can be described only as works of genius. 

Galt’s astounding lack of self-criticism led him to believe that he possessed both originality and imagination. 
Actually, he had less of either than perhaps any other novelist of his age. But the powers of observation 
which he exercised in his delineations of middle-class Scots have never been equalled. In his own day Galt’s 
peculiar talent was recognized by critic and laymen alike. Scott, Byron, Coleridge, Wilson, Carlyle, and other 
famous literary men praised him most flatteringly. After Sir Walter’s death, Galt was easily the leading Scottish 
novelist of the time, and even while the Great Unknown lived, the periodicals testify that he seriously chal- 
lengetScott’s leadership. Had Galt been in a position to exercise the wise restraint which Christopher North 
counseled, his more felicitous compositions would not now be buried under the débris of numerous ephemeral 
—— and he would assume a position in the literary guide-books to which by virtue of his genius he is 
entitled. 

_ For the framework of his Scottish novels Galt chose a realistic structure which gives them a definite his- 
torical value. The Ayrshire Legatees and The Annals of the Parish, the earliest and down to the present day 
the most popular of his sketches, are faithful transcriptions of the sequestered lives of eighteenth-century 
Scottish villagers. The Annals, in particular, written before Waverley and representing a new technique in 
English fiction, is distinguished by the historical fidelity of its scenes. The Entail, his masterpiece, is a Scottish 
Forsyte Saga. On the basis of his enduring work Galt is a first-rate artist and must not be classified as an 
imitator of Scott.
